SPANIARDS' DEBT TO MOORS 


Art of Tile-Mikinfl la a Legacy Which 


Invaders Left When Th*y 


Wart Driven Out. 


The Spaniards hare been fighting 


the Moors for the last 1,000 yc«r.«, 
hut the Moors, during the centuries 
of their occupancy of the 'Iberian 
peninsula as conquerors, developed 
much in the way of art and architec- 
ture that Is most highly valuer! toda). 


To them 'we owe, for on« small Hem. 


the tiles which so beautifully aUori1 


our bathrooms and which, utilized in 
various ways, contribute so much to 
th« artistic finish of dwellings and 
other buildings. 
The Moors estab- 


lished Ht Seville great tile factories, 
and at the present time that city is a 
very 
importnn- 
tile-making renter. 


In its neighborhood are deposits of a 
clayey earth highly suitable for the 
purpose, which Is ground fine, sifted, 
dampened and stamped with designs, 
then burned with a slow fire. Colors 
arft applied and the tiles are finally 
baked with high heat for twenry-fiwr 
liour.«. 


Many of the designs are artistic, rep- 


resenting sceues from Don Quixote, 
bull tiglits. etc. Sacred paintings at* 
reproduced in tiles for churched. In 
fact, thanks to their ancient enemies, 
the Moors, the Spaniards have de- 
veloped art in tiles far beyond any- 
thing with wliich we are familiar.

Four Important manuscript letters 


from the Sixteenth century have been 
placed In the manuscript room of 
the University of Chicago. Two are 
lettera of King Henry III of France, 
notorious in connection with the ma«- 
nacre of St. Bartholomew, and- are 
dnted in 3574. One is n letter of his 
successor, King Henry IV of Navarre, 
siined by him In 1589. Two of these 
letters are on parchment and one 
bears the royal &>al. A fourth letter 
in the collection Is that of Cardinal 
de Ramboulllet addressed to King 
Charles IX of France and dated In 
Rome December 2, 1570. These orig- 
inal letters are Important, documents 
bearing upon the religious wars in 
France in the Sixteenth century, and 
were discovered iu Paris by Prof. 
James Westfall Thompson of the uni- 
versity in the Bourse of his Investiga- 
tions on the Huguenots.

MarV Twain Expooed « "Hog." 
A "call down" letter from Mark 


Twain to a London theatrical man- 
ager. Bram Stelser, recently was re- 
printed in part by the »w York : 
Times on the occasion of the sale of I 
the letter in New York to an autn- 
grapJi collector. It is dated London. 
Nov. 2, 1891, Mark Twain wrote: "My 
object In writing this note is to say 
to yon "that the large blond man with 
spectacles, 'who was selling seats in 
rour box office this afternoon, grossly 
Insulted ray two daughter*'by his bru- 
tal and surly behavior.

supposed to be entirely modern,

by no means new features of life. 
They are, indeed, at least as ancient 
as the pyramids. 


tt appears that the earliest form of 


trust was the cornering of foodstuffs 
by monarchs and their agents. As- 
syrian I'ecords 7,000 of 8,000 years old 
give accounts of these monopolistic 
transactions. 


In the days of the Romans monopoly 


wan a recognized Institution. The Ro- 
man government farmed out taxes; 
the tax farmer placed embargoes on 
the food supplies of the provinces to 
make op arrears In taxes. 


In the Middle Ages the trade guilds 


controlled the output of certain art» 
iml Industries, and also the means'of 
distribution. This form of monopoly, 
like the famous league of the Hanse 
free towns, was for protection against 
competition from towns not In 
the 


league. 


The most complete monopoly In the 


Middle Ages was the Venetian con- 
trol of shipping In the Adriatic, which 
\\-ns powerful enough to turn an en- 
tire crusade from Its purpose to tha 
rapture of a Christian town which 
Venire wanted. It was the price the 
crusaders had to pay for ships t» 
transport them to Palestine.
